May it Please Your Majesty, 

We, the undersigned Visitors of the College of Maynooth, in P~ce 
of the provisions of the Act passed in the session held m the eighth and ninth 
venWYour Majesty's reign, intituled “ An Act to amend two Acts passed in 
“ Ireland for the better Education of Persons professing the Roman Gajholit 
« Uelieion ” &c., and also an Act passed m the Parliament of the L rated 
Kingdom, for amending the said two Bills, held on the 2d day ot Decemoei 

1851 a Visitation of said College. 

We assembled at 12 o’clock, the appointed hour, in the reception-room ot the 
College and having arranged the order of the Visitation, procccclccl to die 
Great Hall of the College, where the Superiors, Professors, and student., were 
assembled. 

The names of the Superiors, Professors, and students were called over by the 
senior Dean ; 18 Superiors and Professors answered to their names . 

One Professorship having become recently vacant, 516 students were found 
to be“ atSmce: P 7 abseil, 2 on leave, and 5 on account of illness. 

We asked the President if lie had any complaint or any statement to make 

that called for the interference of the Visitors.

We made a similar inquiry of the other Superiors and Professors, and finally 
of tlie students, who made no complaint. .

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We desired to know if there was any change in the number and respective 
duties of the Superiors or Professors of the College, or any alteration in the 
entrance or College course of studies since the last Visitation. 

The President reported, that there had been no change in the number or in 
the respective duties of the Superiors or Professors, with the exception of one 
Professor who retired, and whose place will be filled by public concursus, 
conformably to the provisions of the statutes of the College, and that there was 
no alteration made since the last Visitation, either in the course of studies taught 
in the College or iu the amount of classical or other learning required for 
admission into the lower classes of studies. 

^ We then asked if the College dietary underwent any change, since the last 
Visitation. 

“No material alteration in the College dietary.” 

We then made inquiry as to the health of the community. 

The President reported, that he regretted to say there was one case of serious 
illness in the College, with the exception of which the community continued in 
the enjoyment of good health. 

We then desired U) know, if there was any improvement in the public halls 
of the College, and in the lodging of the students for their better accommodation 
since the last Visitation, and how far the new buildings are now found available 
for these purposes. 

The President stated in reply, that part of the old buildings had undergone 
some slight reparation, but he regretted to say that the new buildings are still 
iu an unfinished state for habitation. He expects, however, that at the approach 
of the fine weather such progress will be made as to render them fit for the 
habitation of students. 

We (having concluded the necessary inquiries in the public hall of the College) 
proceeded to inspect the other halls, the refectory, the students rooms, and 
the new buildings, after which we re-assembled in the reception-hall of the 
College, and reported that, considering the want of sufficient furniture, and the 
absence of all provision for properly heating the new buildings, we are of opinion 
that it would not he desirable that the students rooms should be inhabited 
during the present winter season. Much has been done in levelling and draining 
the grounds, thus rendering them more healthy and fit for the recreation of 
the students. 

We then concluded the Visitation, by taking the opinion of each present on 
the general state of the establishment, and by authenticating with the signature 
of the Chairman, his Grace the Duke of Leinster, the Secretary’s Minutes of the 
, isitation, for insertion in the Visitors Journal, and for the usual Report to Her 
Majesty and to Parliament. , 

In conclusion, we consider the general result of our Visitation to be most 
satisfactory.
